The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary references of European Patent No. 96,500 and Japanese Patent 
No. 53-144760 do not recite the claimed amount of difunctional methacrylate monomer 
of from 10 to 80 percent by weight. European Patent No. 452,540 discloses from 
1-60% by weight of an alkanediol di methacrylate (page 21, lines 15-16) functioning as a 
crosslinking monomer (page 2, lines 26-29). There is no motivation attributed to the 
particular disclosed level of alkanediol di methacrylate sufficient to increase the 
exemplified proportion of European Patent No. 96,500 of about 2% by weight to within 
the claimed parameters.
